Published by CQ Communications, Inc. ISBN 0-943016-15-0 $ 19.95 


What, you don't have the book yet? Well, run right out and buy a copy. 
You won't be disappointed. The only real improvement that comes to mind, 
would be to offer it as a Spiral Binder type of binding like the NASN 
QRP Handbook. This book is not for those of you who want deep technical 
analysis of every antenna type. It is for those of us who want a handy 
book to help point the way to building a wide variety practical antennas. 


I am very pleased that I bought the book. I tend to buy just about every 

book that comes out on building antennas, out of habit. This one is going 
to become a classic. The "Solid State Design" of Antenna books. Not just 

another antenna book to put on the shelf, but one that you will use every 
time you think of trying another wire antenna. 


Oh Yes, I bought another Antenna book that is worth mentioning with equal 
praise. It is the book "Practical Wire Antennas" by John D. Heys, G3BDQ. 
It is an RSGB Publication (Red Cover) and $ 14.00 at Maryland Radio Center 


in Laurel, MD (My Local Candy Store). It has a wealth of information that 
is not readily available any other place. Among the special items of 
interest which I found while browsing thru this book were The "W3EDP" 
Antenna which Bob White, WO3B and The Maryland Milliwatt Team used inside 
of our hotel room at Dayton with his "Built and Tested at Dayton" 49er 
Kit. 

The Antenna consists of 85 feet of wire wandering around the ceilings of 
the 

2 room suite and 17 foot counterpoise wandering around the floor. This and 
an ATU and you are in business. We made our first across the room contact 
with the 49er and a QRP Plus. The official QRP ARCI Monitoring Station at 
The Day's Inn heard us and called for a second contact. Ain't QRP Great? 
One of the other interesting items in the book is the Dual Coax Feeders 
for using with a loop antenna. A pair of 50 ohm or 75 ohm coax cables with 
shields joined and used like shielded Ladder line. This will allow you to 
have a low loss path to the antenna with buried coax part of the way. 

I have been wanting to try that for quite some time now. I think I will 
dig a path to my big antenna tree and bury some PVC pipe or garden hose 
for my Dual Coax feeder. I just happen to have a brand new roll of 
Computer Network Twin-75's . Sorry about that, I get carried away every 
time that I start thinking about trying a new antenna idea. 

There you have it, not one but two great antenna books for your library.

(90 £t version- model 375 or 3-30) were originally rated at 2 kw 

but a few years ago after losing quite a few to RTTY transmissions, 
they derated the balun and resistor circuit to 500 watts. The resistor 
is approximately 900 ohms, the original design is from the old CQ/QST 
articles in the late 1940's to early 1950's by Gil Countryman, called 
the T2FD antenna. they work ok - in my case not as well as the rosette 
of sloping V-Beams. Better than a short wire, but a dipole fed with 
450 line and at moderate height with a flattop of 120 ft will out 
perform it (and is much cheaper). Only advantage is a tuner is not 
required.

I enjoyed the QRP to the field last April, so I thought I would go to 
the field for the QRP ARCI Homebrew Sprint ... I picked Nevada since 


there was a geographical multiplier. I left at 4:00 a.m. and arrived 
at the Mountain Springs Summit on hwy 160 about 9:00 a.m. I spent 
some time looking for a suitable location, and by 9:30 a.m. found a 
location on the graded dirt road to Mt. Potos. By 10:30 a.m. (1730 
UTC) the antennas consisting of the 40m dipole at 30 feet and an 
elevated 20m vertical with 8 radials were in place. 


Weather was comfortable as there was shade from a cumulus cloud 
overhead. The stakes drove nicely since the ground was damp from a 
recent rainfall. The plants were a lush green. I worked Richard, 
KI6SN, in Riverside, CA and Dale, N6DW, in Concord, CA on 40m, and 
then proceeded to put up the 30m dipole for some TMPS after the 
Sprint. 


By 1930Z that cumulus cloud had developed into a nimbocumulus, i.e. 
rain bearing. The rain started and the hail came. I threw a jacket 
over the rig and card table. The lightning started, I disconnected 
the antennas before the lightning got close to my knoll, and drove 
down on the side of the knoll but staying well above the graded road 
which as expected turned into a small river. The cloud had a few 
cousins that also came over the mountain and got into the act that 
lasted three hours with driving rain and hail. The heavy rain and 
lightning abated with one hour left in the contest. 


The friendly county fire type guy who came by before the rains came 
back and told me that the road washed out. No big surprise. It 
looked like I would spend the night sleeping in a moving quilt, 
although a grader had been requested. He had trouble getting up in 
his four wheel drive. Later two peace officers came up in a four 
wheel drive and said it was unlikely the grader would make it this 
evening. Later another peace office came by to also tell me the road 
was washed out. He was more optimisic about the grader coming before 
the end of the day. 


By 7:30 p.m. I had everything packed and armed with a shovel and 
planks of wood I ventured down the road to determine the condition of 
the road. Half way down I met the grader coming up, which certainly 
made the rest of the way much easier. I arrived home in the Pasadena 
area at 12:30 a.m.

I tried but mother nature had 
other plans. 


I did get about one hour of operating in during the HB Sprint, but 
even it was intermitent due to residual rain static. I set up the 
station in the small camper shell on my pickup after the wind down 
drafts dumped the radios on the ground. After the fall and soaking 
the OHR-400 continued to work as did the newly constructed CMOS-IITI 
keyer. No need to resort to the backup Sierra. I had to dry out 


the Vibroplex paddle a little to keep it from shorting the key line, 
but fortunately I had put it in a plastic bag in anticipation of that 
problem. The J-38 key also was shorted from the water. I wondered 
for a moment about that ... how GIs in WWII used them in rain soaked 
fox holes, but then I realized they had low impedance cathode key 
lines so no problem. 


Only about 10 or 12 stations were worked on 20m. (Sorry, log not 
with me.) Highpoints were working my Ala Mater club station, W6YRA, 
at UCLA and best "DX" was W3TS who I could not work on 40m in the 
last QRP contest. Apolgies to those whose QSO was suddenly aborted 
by the rain static.

QRP-L Gang, 


I need a bit of advice - can some one let me know if they have seen any 
articles or books on the subject of rain static discharge. 


While I was getting ready for the QRP ARCI HB Sprint last night I was tuning 
my Oak Hills Research OHR-400 into my MFJ-949E Tuner, MFJ-931 Artificial 
Ground counterpoise tuner and my 150 foot long wire. What was unusual was 
that a big rain storm was passing by while this was going on. The first 
signs or "activity" was the click-click-click noise coming out of my tuner - 
no doubt the static discharge arcing across my tuner capacitor plates. Yea 
I should know better but a contest was ABOUT to start and I had no time to 
think about Mother Nature. BIG MISTAKE - NEVER mess with Mother Nature... 
Anyway it only took a couple of clicks and I went from 5 watts to 500 mwatts 


and I believe (haven't taken covers of the OHR-400 yet) that the 2SC2075 rf 
final transistor founds it's day of rest and the magic smoke left it's body 
- sigh.... 


I had a similar "happening" like this once before where the front end of my 
QRP+ got wiped out in a similar way - rain. I know in the great television 
series "Desert Storm at Dinner" many solid state front ends in those high 
tech military radios where wiped out by the dry static build-up and they had 
to switch to Collins tube rigs for relief. But how and why does this happen 
with rain. Do those little (big) water droplets pick up a big positive 
charge on that pure rain water molecule? And why at the beginning of a rain 
- dry wire and then wet wire? And why me - I try to do the right things 
(well I don't have a "real" ground at my shack - just those counterposie 
wires running underneath the carpets. 


I think we all realize as QRP builders that we don't always have some of the 
bullet proof front (and tail) ends that the big commercial rigs have and 
there just might be a chance that THIS can happen to you... 


I need something to read or I need some one to steer me to "static free 
Nirvana".

PS: And one last related "static" item - I have noticed that when I operate 
2 meters in my VW Van and while cruising the highways that the top roof 
mounted Larsen's 5/8 wave whip will "accumulate" a static build up that 
eventually just about mutes my IC-27 with QRN. If I reach out (not while 
driving) and "discharge" the whip to the metal roof life becomes "good" 
again. Now is this the Desert Storm static noise they talk about?

I own one of those "Heathkit Green Swiss Cheeses" - 

its been that way from Day One to add a RIT and an 

audio filter and to put a three pin regulator on the vfo 
supply line. Since it will never be a candidate for 
anyone's "classic" shelf, I decided it would be a shame 
to just let it rot. Besides, I needed another rainy day 
project since completing my sons' R/C model airplane. 


The first thing I did was install an NE602 

in place of the mosfet detector. The AM sensitivity 

seems to be gone when the preselector is peaked. 

To add the NE602 I found a place on the circuit board 

very near the mosfet that was a large area of ground plane. 

I drilled holes for an eight pin socket and countersunk the 
holes on the foil side to get more clearance for the IC leads. 
I used info from the QRP data handbook for the circuit 
details. This "operation" took about an hour total. 


I plan to add break-in keying (no relay) and an RF attenuator 
control. If things look really good I may add a keyer and modify 
the power out meter to use the toroid pickup and S mter on 
receive. Hey! I'm having fun! 


The audio level is still about the same. The next step is to 
build an audio filter using an LM3900 and use an LM386 for 
the audio output. I'11l let you know how it goes...

I finally met my match. Mr. Atmosphere was cooking up thunderstorm QRN 
levels that sustained 20 over the S9 mark for hours and often pegged the 
FT-101ZD meter. If you missed Del-NJ at last night's KL-80 Meter net, it 
wasn't due to lack of interest. 


And the FT-101ZD...where did that come from? Those of you remembering my 
new HF rig comparison tests and extensive use of the MFJ-90 series radios 
might be curious. Radios are often like cars. Each has its own niche in 
the world of ergonomics and performance. The static levels last night 
called for the best noise blanker in the shack and the ol' ZD has one of the 
best. And it is not a synthesized rig which means those gigantic spikes 
aren't also broadened down the IF by the physics of it all. Most of you 
know this, but the point is geared more toward the future. Everyone who has 
ever A-B'd an FT-990 against an MFJ-90 series radio or (ref. others' qrp-l 
comments of the past) the newer NorCal offerings knows that the Minimum 
Decerable Signal characteristics of our little rigs are often better. What 
would be helpful in the Next generation of QRP rigs is a Noise Blanker that 
works and meets the overall criteria of size, simplicity and cost. Wouldn't 
it be great if the new Ten-Tec T-kit had one. 


The backpacker and northern New Englander (I was one) won't often need the 
N/B but the rest of us operating in the neighborhood/RV park/lower states 
would find it useful. N6MM won't always be 3 dB above the noise level in 
the East, and those Xmas blinking lights are just 5 months away. With the 
magic of sensitivity, SLT's, and KC-2's already in hand, how far off can the 
band-descrete Noise Blanker be? 


Here's hopping the '40-NB or -9030NB will be out by thanksgiving, 72 Jim

I've found that Wiss shears (like for cutting sheet metal) work pretty well 
on printed circuit board material as well. It sometimes warps the material 
a little bit, but you can flex the board back into being flat after 
cutting. 


I bought the shears for $10 at a hardware/surplus store and think it was 
money well spent. Much cheaper than the Kepro shear, and less effort than 


using a hacksaw. You can also cut to exact dimensions pretty accurately 
with them. 


As with all tools, always know where your fingers are when using the 
shears. Keep fingers away from the cutting path.

Hi Gang, 
My best intentions were to spend 4 fun hours with the ARCI Sprint yesterday. 


*Butx, I've been dreaming about this big loop antenna. Started it 
saturday, thinking I'd put up about 300' of wire in a horizontal loop 


configuration, fed by 450 ohm line. 


To make the long story short, it was a bigger job than I thought, in several 
ways. First, the sling shot worked too well. (Well, the neighbors tree 
limbs hanging over my property are technically mine, right?) I started 
pulling wire through the tree tops around the perimeter of my property, and 
ran out of wire. A quick trip to Home Depot for another 500' roll and I was 
in business. Finally put up 450' of wire at an average height of about 50'. 


When I finished the project Sunday afternoon, I remembered the Sprint, but 
it was well underway. Had to adjust my tuner to the new antenna, so my 
first contact was at 2236 utc on 20M. Only made 4 others. I could hear 
lots of guys, but few working the contest.

What you really want to do is tune for maximum radiation from the antenna, 
NOT the feed line. putting the field strength meter near the feed line 
could, in some cases, give a misleading indication of maximum output 
(likewise for a lamp in series with the feed line). Best bet would be to 
mount a short whip antenna near the transmit antenna and feed it to the 
field strength meter via coax. 


As for lack of room for an SWR meter within the rig, I have used a neat 
little circuit in several of my QRP rigs that drives two led's -- red one 
for reverse and green one for forward power. The circuit is pretty simple (a 
toroidal transformer, dual op-amp and a few resistors, etc.) and appeared in 
the (I believe) May 1995 QST (plus/minus one month... hi).

Hello all, 
I have this weekend completed the Ten tec QRP/QRO power meter kit. 
Here is my review of the process and kit. 


It can do 160M to 6m on one bridge, and with another bridge built in can do 
2M, and give at least relative indications on higher bands, ( the bridge for 
2M is the printed / strip line circuit Monimatch design.) 


First of all, it is well worth the $49 price complete with STEEL case! 

That means it is sturdy, rugged, 1.6 pounds, and is both electrically and 
magnetically shielded in its case. There is a U shaped front, bottom and back 
panel. This sits in a U bottom, and a U shaped top piece goes over the top, 
and four screws, two to a side, complete the enclosure. The result is a 
recessed front panel, and a very sturdy double case arrangement. 


All RF connectors are high quality Amphenol mica filled type UHF female; for 
both the HF pickup and the 2M side. Part of the reason for this is to take 
advantage of the solder cup on the backside of the type UHF chassis connector, 
which serves to anchor the 2M side to the strip line, and on the HF side, it 
makes a tie point at each connector, for a cap and for the center of the coax 
piece that forms the primary of the HF RF transformer. The secondary is 10 
turns of enamel wire wound on two ferrite cores of differing frequency 
characteristic, but glued together, to even out the transformer response over 
frequency. (Neat idea!) 


The printed circuit board is silk screened with component designations, but is 
not solder masked. Room to solder is adequate, but on my Ungar temperature 
controlled solder station, I started out with the standard 1/8 inch wide 
chisel tip, and wished I had chosen a more narrow tip, as I got to the final 
few connections that are made after the board is already soldered in vertical 
position to the four type UHF sockets on the back panel. A better iron for 


this project would be the standard Antex one, or a heavy copper wire could 
have been added to my tip for the last two connections. There is just not the 
room that old Heath kit builders are accustomed to! 


The components are first class, and no confusion is possible over color codes 
as long as you have a good strong light to work with, and I find a lighted 
magnifier helps as well, to clearly see the colors on modern small resistors. 
All caps are disk ceramic, and marked in the number and multiplier number 
manner. The back cover of the T kit manuals includes helpful component 
marking schemes, and soldering advice. 

(My work lights include a Halogen lamp now, as I find the age of bifocals and 
half century eyes need a bit of help.) 


Solder is not included in the kit; thus, my favorite Ersin multi-core could be 
used, and I found a couple sizes useful when going from dense on board 
component mounting to the heat sinking heavy conductor of the type UHF socket 
center solder cup. 


The manual is very clear and even included extra explanation as an “errata 
page," to be added to the manual before construction, just in case the ample 
illustrations were not enough. The use of color in the illustrations makes 
these manuals rival or exceed the best of Heath. 


There are two boards, a main board which includes the pick up lines, meter 
amplifier op amps for HF and VHF, and all components except for the pushbutton 
switches and calibration trim pots. These mount on another board, that along 
with a vertical metal shield, cleverly provides a clamping mount for the meter 
movement on the inside of the front panel. This vertical shield also 
submounts the toggle switches and the SET pot for the SWR function. The 
result is a clean front panel layout, and no nuts, screws or fasteners. The 
unit is better looking than the line drawing in the T-kit catalog! In fact, 
one of my few comments is that the T-kit catalog illustrations by line 
drawings does not do justice to their sharp looking kits! All have flat black 
finish, and are sturdy steel cases in the three kits I have so far. (6M 
Transverter, power meter, and 9 band Regen receiver). 


The meter amplifiers are powered from either an internal 9 volt battery, (not 
supplied), or from a coaxial power jack on the back panel and your station 
power supply. Turned on, but not measuring RF, the battery drain was 800 
micro amps. A standard transistor radio battery should last awhile. However, 
there is no led nor lamp to remind you to turn the internal battery off. The 
power switch is center off, and up is the external power, and down is the 
internal battery. This means you have to pay attention, although I guess 
there is no harm in using the external position as an off state that is harder 
to bump to 'on' than the center off position. My real complaint was that the 
hole for the coaxial external power jack had to be swiss pattern filed to fit 
the jack supplied. I think that a dull punch had made the hole in my chassis, 
and then painting the side of the hole had really made it tight. A set of 


Radio Shack files was adequate for this task, and it only took a few extra 
minutes. (Shades of original Radio Shack kits, circa 1964!) 


I did read the manual in toto first, as I added the errata supplementary 
comments. I must have been tired, and I did break up the construction because 
of back problems; but I estimate 7 hours construction, and would classify that 
as leisurely. Next kit, maybe I will play background music and see if I 
assemble it quicker, for this kit does not have all that many parts. 


One thing that does take a bit of care and time are some connections that are 
soldered to ground planes on both sides of the main board. Again, a smaller 
tip would have helped with this. You do end up soldering some of these on top 
of the silk screening, but the main job of this silk screen is just to help 
stuff the components, thus it does not really matter. The op amps are 
soldered to the board, but the option is given of mounting them in sockets, 
(sockets not included). Both are 8 pin chips, thus soldering to board is 
easy. Another time consuming task is measuring and cutting various pieces of 
hook up wire, but it is stranded, pre tinned wire that really has a tight 
twist and is a pleasure to thread into even the smallest switch lugs. The 
most difficult measuring and cutting job is the coax, which is the teflon, 1/8 
inch type, for the HF transformer. It has silver plated shield and center 
conductor, but is difficult to strip. They include enough for you to mess up 
one transformer primary. With a SHARP Xacto blade in place of wire strippers, 
(and great care), I find I do a better job stripping this type of coax; thus I 
did not use pliers to hold the center conductor insulation if one is using a 
conventional stripper, as they suggested. 

(Your mileage may vary.) 


You need something smaller than the standard alingment tool blade to turn the 
cross screws of the TINY trimpots that are provided for calibration. There 
are four pots, in two groups, for HF and for VHF. 

One of each is for the 20 Watt scale, and the other is for the 200 Watt scale. 
The VHF 20 Watt trim was most critical; a jewelers screwdriver might be the 
thing to use here for any of them. 


Initial testing would have gone faster had not the brand new never unwrapped 9 
volt battery I had in the refrigerator been any good. Then, after the 
confusion factor of the 9 volt, I was getting no result with another one, when 
I discovered I had bumped the switch to VHF, while trying to calibrate with HF 
signals. Once that was corrected, the rest of the set up was straightforward. 
It helps to have access to other watt meter(s) that can be trusted for either 
frequency range, unless you have rigs with known outputs to use into the dummy 
load you furnish as the calibration standard. The SWR indications are 
numbered up to 3, and as most modern rigs will not work with higher SWR than 
that without foldback power limiting, they did not mark the meter higher, 
although there is scale above 3. 


Granted, for exclusive QRP use, the 200 Watt scale and 20 Watt choices might 


be too large, but it looks like you could make the 200 watt scale be the 20 
watt, and the 20 be a 2 watt scale, the way the calibration pots are done. 
You might have to increase the amplification of the op amps to linearize the 
response. The stock sensitivity is "less than 1.5 watts". As constructed, 
there is no feedback resistor but this could be added to the circuit it would 
seem. Gotta have something to modify!! 


If you need a power meter and SWR function that covers both VHF and HF, this 
kit certainly fills the bill at an attractive price. Its size complements the 
smaller QRP rigs on the market recently. You can hook RG 8 coax to it, and it 
will not end up on the floor, because it is heavy. 

Yet, it could be part of a backpacker's gear. 


T kit offers a similarly boxed, $49 RF counterpoise tuner kit, that probably 
could be turned into a companion QRP rig tuner to accompany this power meter 
on your travels. Who will be the first to post a conversion of that one?

1. Try to find some of the old electrical wiring standoffs. These may 
still be seen in some hardware places. It's a two-piece insulator, 
cylindrical in shape which screws or nails down. It's original purpose was 
to secure old-fashioned "knob & tube" electrical wiring in attics, etc. The 
Spacing is these is slotted for a close fit for the 450 ohm ladder line. 


2 Go to a plastics shop and have some squares cut. The squares can be 
drilled as needed to accomodate the 450 ohm line, or to clamp it down. 
Wooden, plastic or metal outriggers may be used with these or the ceramic 
standoffs to keep the line a few inches to a few feet from the tower. 


3. Try ham stores for standoffs and mounts for ladder line. 


Don't worry too much about being a few inches away from metal, what caused me 
more problems with balanced line was a loose piece moving on the roof or 
standing in rain water on the (flat) roof. These will detune the antenna so 
the tuner settings you wrote down will have changed.

I need a bit of advice - can some one let me know if they have seen any 
articles or books on the subject of rain static discharge. 


While I was getting ready for the QRP ARCI HB Sprint last night I was tuning 
my Oak Hills Research OHR-400 into my MFJ-949E Tuner, MFIJ-931 Artificial 
Ground counterpoise tuner and my 150 foot long wire. What was unusual was 
that a big rain storm was passing by while this was going on. The first 
signs or "activity" was the click-click-click noise coming out of my tuner - 
no doubt the static discharge arcing across my tuner capacitor plates. Yea 
I should know better but a contest was ABOUT to start and I had no time to 
think about Mother Nature. BIG MISTAKE - NEVER mess with Mother Nature... 
Anyway it only took a couple of clicks and I went from 5 watts to 500 mwatts 
and I believe (haven't taken covers of the OHR-400 yet) that the 2SC2075 rf 
final transistor founds it's day of rest and the magic smoke left it's body 
- sigh.... 


I had a similar "happening" like this once before where the front end of my 
QRP+ got wiped out in a similar way - rain. I know in the great television 
series "Desert Storm at Dinner" many solid state front ends in those high 
tech military radios where wiped out by the dry static build-up and they had 
to switch to Collins tube rigs for relief. But how and why does this happen 
with rain. Do those little (big) water droplets pick up a big positive 
charge on that pure rain water molecule? And why at the beginning of a rain 
- dry wire and then wet wire? And why me - I try to do the right things 
(well I don't have a "real" ground at my shack - just those counterposie 
wires running underneath the carpets. 


I think we all realize as QRP builders that we don't always have some of the 
bullet proof front (and tail) ends that the big commercial rigs have and 
there just might be a chance that THIS can happen to you... 


I need something to read or I need some one to steer me to "static free 
Nirvana".

The world of Webbing is still somewhat vague. I followed the FAQ 
maintainer's list for a while, but matters appeared to be in the flux of 
debate. The bottom line, I think--as a considered but not infallible 
view--to follow the canons of courtesy in publishing. Hence, before using 
something from a list on a Web site, the author's permission should be 
obtained. If a journal would like to use a piece already placed ona 
Website, the author (who is the only person the editor may have as a 
contact point) should advise the editor of the Website placement. The 
editor can then decide whether or not to pursue the matter, based on 
his/her judgments about audience, etc. The editor probably should consult 
with the Website owner/manager (webmaster) to advise of the reprint/reuse, 
but this is very likely the point most in flux. Websites must be careful 
not to misuse material under copyright. Some webmasters declare 
copyrights for their holdings, some do not. A journal that uses Web 
material should likely get permission from the wwebmaster--just in 
case--and should acknowledge the site, and vice versa. 


There is a legal "cover the rearward anatomy" aspect to this, but there is 
also a courtesy aspect: everybody should be as open with everyone else 
concerned so that all concerned parties are fully informed and have the 
information base each needs to make decisions. Sure, all these courtesies 
are extra work, but the folks involved (at least on QRP-L) are all easy to 


work with and pleasant to contact. 
That is my best guess at the moment.

Everyone seems to have a bias toward maximizing electric field (voltage) 


in electronic gear. Their thinking goes like this: " If I maximize the

> The SWR meter tells you more. It takes into account the current too.

In answer to some recent questions about mods for the TS-520S and 
HW-7: 


QRP WITH THE TS-520S: 


One way to reduce power on the TS-520, which was the subject of a 
technical tidbit in the QRP Quarterly a long time ago by K3NCO, is to 
use an ALC power controller. That's the old trick of feeding a 
voltage into the ALC jack on the rear of a rig to throttle it back, 
and it works just as well on a tube rig as a solid state one. Use 
the same voltage and polarity that you'd use for a solid state rig. 

I can't remember any details, but he probably used a 9 volt battery 
and a large pot, perhaps 100K. Not critical. 


A second way to reduce the power was in the Jan 1993 issue of the QRP 
Quarterly, an article by Richard Kerr Jr, KA8EGS, with my own 
comments added to it. It contained some simple schematics; while I 
could supply the text here and add some ASCII art schematics, I won't 
since doing ASCII art is a compromise at best and rather tedious to 
do. Instead, if anyone wants a copy of that article, send me an SASE 
with one unit of postage and I'll pass it along.

voltage. Normally +210 volts, his mod drops it to around 65 volts or 
so, for 4 1/2 watts out. He removed a resistor in the voltage 
dropping network that provides the screen voltage, replaced it with a 
small board-mounted pot, and uses the SG switch on the rear panel for 
switching. His method results in only being able to use the rig for 
QRP, and not run full power, so I came up with a slightly different 
arrangement to let the SG switch select either full power or QRP. 


By the way, these mods work with TS520, 530, 820, 830 equally well 
(although the implementation on the TS-830 is slightly different 
since its SG switch controls a relay instead of directly switching 
the screen voltage.) 


HW-'7 MODIFICATION 


Yes, the HW-7 has a rotten receiver by any standard! You can't 
really blame them for it, since all direct conversion receivers of 
that day seemed to have the same problems--shortwave broadcast 
breakthrough, tunable hum, microphonics, etc. The reason is that they 
all used a 40673 or similar MOSFET as a product detector connected 
directly to the antenna. The Ten Tec PM series had the same 
problems, and they happened to use the same product detector, as did 
many DC receivers built from scratch. Basically, "we" didn't know any 
better at the time. W7EL, in his August 1980 QST article "An 
Optimized QRP Transceiver", provided the breakthrough--get rid of the 
MOSFET, which is a beautiful square law detector and replace it with 
a double balanced mixer, either a commercial module like the SBL-1 
from Mini Circuits, or make your own. That takes care of the AM 
detection as well as the tunable hum that occurred with some (not 
all) AC power supplies. (The microphonics can be eliminated by 
getting rid of the tunable preselector and using a fixed tuned filter 
instead, using fixed capacitors.) 


The QRP Quarterly had an article by KN1H in the mid 80's on replacing 
the MOSFET with a double balanced mixer, but both the text and 
drawings suffered at the hands of the editor and John was never happy 
with the way it all appeared in print. In the April 1995 issue of 
the QRP Quarterly I did an update of his article, with redrawn (and 
lucid!) schematics and additional commentary. If you'd like a copy, 
send an SASE with one unit of first class postage.
